May 28 — (INS)— G er­ 
hard Eisler, freed from the threat 
of extradition to the United States, 
prepared today to resume his in­

The 
bail-jumping 
communist 
fugitive, released yesterday by a 
British m agistrate, has asked per­ 
mission to rem ain in London a few 
days before departing for Poland, 
and thence to Leipzig, in Soviet- 
occupied Germany. 
Eisler is G er­ 
man-born. 
There is still a possibility that 
the U. S. governm ent may attem pt 
to retrieve the pudgy communist 
leader and make him serve jail I 
term s for passport fraud and eon-1 
tem pt of congress. 
Although U. S. embassy officials 
in London, and the state depart­ 
ment have indicated that they are 
content to let the Eisler case drop. 
Attorney G eneral Tom Clark said 
in Washington last night that he 
will “exert every effort" to bring 
him back.

RUSSIA BLAMES 
TIEUP ON STRIKE 


(BULLETIN) 
BERLIN, May 28.—(INS)— 
The Russian-backed Berlin rail 
directorate reiterated today Its 
offer to pay striking West Ber­ 
lin railworkers 60 per cent of 
their wages In west marks on 
a “take it or leave it basis.” 
The directorate warned the 
strikers to accept the proposal 
or “forget any chance of end­ 
ing the strike.”

BERLIN, May 28.—Ber­ 
lin’s rail traffic links with 
the west were severed today, 
16 days after the lifting of 
the Soviet-imposed blockade 
of the former German cap­ 
ital. 
Once again west Berlin 
was dependent on the air­ 
lift. 
The breakdown of rail transport, 
growing out of Soviet rejection of 
the demands of striking anti-Com- 
munist rail workers, came while 
the western powers pressed for a 
discussion of the Berlin situation 
at the Big Four foreign m inisters 
meeting in Paris. 
The Russians blamed the halt 
of rail traffic on the strikers who 
rejected a Soviet offer. But west­ 
ern 
allied 
officials 
openly 
ex­ 
pressed the conviction that the 
Soviets do not want to settle the 
walkout. 
Suspend Train Efforts 
The western powers announced 
they 
have suspended efforts to 
move supply trains in and out of 
•the city although 43 trains of 2,000 
cars are piled up between Berlin 
and the zonal checkpoint of Helm- 
stedt. 
Striking rail workers rejected a 
Soviet offer calling for eventual 
payment in west marks, as de­ 
manded by the strikers, but stipu- j 
lating that 40 per cent of the pay 
will be in east marks during an | 
interim period until west Berliners !

WASHINGTON, May 28—(INS) 
—Judith Coplon’s lawyer said to­ 
day that the ex-government eirl s 
spy trial will rely almost entirely 
on her own testimony. 
The lawyer, Archibald Palmer, 
said the defense presentation will 
cover only "three or four days,” 
with the 28-year-old Miss Coplon 
on the witness stand m ost of that 
time. 
The trial is about to enter its 
sixth week, thanks to Palm er's ex­ 
haustive examination "of federal 
agents who took part in the shad­ 
owing and arrest of his client. 
Palm er said the girl will tell 
“the whole story” of her relation­ 
ship with Valentin Gubitchev the 
Russian 
Engineer arrested 
with 
her. She claims she was in love 
with Gubitchev. and was meeting 
him for that reason—not to pass 
on government secrets as the pros­ 
ecution contends. 
The eight men and four women 
on the jury today began a three- 
day recess.

Key Points Contained 
Authoritative sources said that 
I the program—drawn up in answer 
to Soviet Foreign M inister Andrei 
Vishinsky’s challenge to the west 
I to make suggestions on German 
unity—contains these key points; 
1— A four power high commis­ 
sion body to replace the defunct 
allied control council. Unlike the 
ACC, the projected body would op­ 
erate on a majority vote basis rath- 
i er than the rule of unanim ity— 
which enables the Soviets to us* 
the veto. 
2—Before the four-power group

Doubt Vishinsky’s Approval 
Political observers doubt that 
Vishinsky will find the formula 
acceptable, particularly the aban­ 
donment of the veto. The Soviet 
m inister has repeatedly urged re­ 
vival of the ACC and formation of 
a German economic council.

Other obstables hindering the 
drive to wipe out the disease in 
the state are a shortage of nurses 
and medical personnel, and a re­ 
luctance on the part of some hos­ 
pitals to take patients very ill with 
tuberculosis 
The group was told, however, 
that mass X-ray surveys are prov­ 
ing valuable 
m detecting early 
cases. 
A total of 551 657 persons in 
Pennsyiavnia 
were 
X-rayed 
last 
year.

M EM ORIAL DAY, 1949 


Words are inadequate to express what is in the hearts 
of Americans on Memorial Day. 1 he nation finds its neces­ 
sary to turn to symbols to express its homage to those 
who offered their lirea that this nation might live to ad- 
v«nee flu* cause of freedom and human dignity. So men 
in uniform march, rifles crash out their volleys, and the 
notes of “ Taps” bless the flower-strewn graves of the 
hero dead. 
It is a ritual hallowed by time and custom and richer 
with meaning today than ever in the past. As tribute is 
paid to the men of wars fought long ago, and of the recent 
conflict, the hope for enduring peace is not bright. 
It is a long list, that of the battlefields of the revolu­ 
tion, of the War of 1812, of the Mexican War, of the Indian 
wars, of the Civil War, of the Spanish-American War and 
of World War I and World \\ ar II. 
Words are not enough to express what is in the hearts 
of the American people on Memorial Day. Nor are sym­ 
bols enough. Only with work and sacrifice to safeguard 


ay)iat the nation’s heroes so valiantly protected can we 
hope to prove our pride and gratitude— hope to deserve 
in some small part the offerings freely made in our be­ 
half. 


NO REASON W H Y 250 M UST D IE 


There is an unfortunate note of inevitability in the 
prediction by experts that 250 persons will perish and 25 
times that number will be crippled on the N ation’s high­ 
ways during the Memorial Day week-end that gets under­ 
way this afternoon. 
The fact is that Death has not yet put his ghoulish! 
mark on any individual. His awful selection will be made 
in the split second between the time a driver relaxes his 
caution and the resultant crash. 
The driver who speeds, who recklessly attempts to 
pass other cars when a clear view of the road ahead is 
obscured by a curve or a hill or who takes the w heel while 
too sleepy to give complete attention to the serious busi­ 
ness at hand invites death’s attention. 
By giving extraordinary care to his driving any in­ 
dividual motorist can reduce to the minimum the prob­ 
ability that he or hii companions will end their holiday 
outing either in a hospital or a morgue. Most accidents, 
are avoidable. 
I t’s a safe assumption that all the drivers whose im­ 
patience, carelessness and lack of consideration of the 
rights of others will result in accidents this week-end are 
aware of unusual dangers of travel and are fam iliar with 
specific suggestions for safe driving such as those ad­ 
vanced by the National Safety Council and other agencies. 
Human factors, including selfishness, poor judgment 
and downright boorishness, will be the fundamental causes 
of a large majority of h o lid a y highway tragedies. 
The toll of dead and injured which will be written 
during the next ‘four days will be determined by the 
willingness of individual drivers to control their human 
failings and cooperate in m aking the holiday safe. 
There is no reason why 250 must die. There is no 
reason the experts must be right. Help prove them wrong. 


F E D E R A L EM PLO Y ES 


Economy-in Gov eminent drives take many forms in 
Congress, but one is perennial—-reduction in the number 
of federal employes. 
Its chief spokesman for years lias been Son. Byrd 
(D., Ya.), chairman of the Joint Committee on Nonessen­ 
tial Expenditures. Byrd stated last week that “ bureau­ 
cracy is out of control with respect to personnel,” and 
proposed in a. formal report that Congress separata at 
least 500,000 employes from the government payroll in 
the coining fiscal year. 
There were 2,102,043 federal employes, inside and 
outside the United States, on March .‘11, 1049, according 
to the latest available report of the* Civil Service Com­ 
mission, Of this total, only 214,035, or about 10 per cent, 
held jobs in W ashington— contrary to a widely-held con­ 
cept of topheavy concentration of Government job-hold- 
ers in the Capital. 
Lu the six defense and war years, June 1938-June 
1945, the G o v e r n m e n t ’s federal civilian force quadrupled, 
fiom a total in 1939 of 968,596 to 3,769,646 at the wartime 
peak in June, 1945. 
The increase of civilian employes in the War and 
N avy departments accounted for 86 per cent of the total 
increases. Persons employed in emregency war agencies, 
hone of which existed in 1939, accounted for another 6 
per cent. The balance of 231,328, or 8 per cent, was addi­ 
tional personnel needed by old line or regular agencies.

Observers at the “Pink Palace" 
in Paris have expressed gratifica­ 
tion over the skilled manner with 
which Acheson has presented the 
allied viewpoint. 
He is far younger in years and 
from the viewpoint of hard politi­ 
cal experience than either British 
Foreign Secretary Bevin or French 
Foreign M inister Schuman. 
Yet kn the early stages of the 
conference the other western dele­ 
gates seemed automatically to look 
to him for presentation of their 
arguments. 
Bevin and Schuman have said 
comparatively littl.e, usually m erely 
nodding assent every time that 
Acheson has put acros , a cold and 
scientific discourse to show why 
Soviet Russia ha« failed in G er­ 
many and the Allies have suc­ 
ceeded. 
Vishinaky Affable 
A notable aspect of the affair 
thus far is that Soviet Foreign 
M inister Andrei Vishinsky has lost 
none of the affability with which 
he began the conference. 
This undoubtedly is a tribute to 
Acheson’s smooth diplomatic ap­ 
proach. 
Bevin is inclined to rough, heavy- 
handed sarcasm. Whenever he has 
indulged 
in 
it at international 
gatherings In the past. Vishinsky 
has whipped back wth violent in­ 
vective th at at times Jias descend­ 
ed to the level of a street-com er 
argument. 
One of Acheson’s cardinal points 
seems to be an ability to put some­ 
thing across by shrewd inference. 
In 
describing the manner in 
which the Allies are rebuilding 
western Germany and restoring its 
economy by sacrifices of their own, 


Acheson said what amounted to 
this: 
"Perhaps eastern Germany Is 
healthy 
and 
prosperous 
e v e n 
though thé Russians are taking out 
far more than we put In. 
But we 
don’t know. 
You will not or can­ 
not give us any figures. 
Without 
such Information we cannot plan 
for the future " 
Could Do One of Two Things 
Vishinsky oould do one of two 
things. 
He could supply figures, 
which 
in 
ail 
probability 
would 
show eastern Germany heavily in 
the red, or he could maintain his 
composure and seek to make a 
good case for Russia’s desire that 
Allied four-power control council 
rule of Germany be restored. 
Up until now, he has chosen 
the second course. 
In addition to Acheson’s attain­ 
ment of stature, the conference 
seems to display a definite Soviet 
regret that lack of cooperation de­ 
stroyed the four-power rule. 
Certainly It started off well In 
those early days of 1945 and 1946 
when 
the 
four powers 
worked 
with the same team spirit as dur­ 
ing the war, made constant m utual 
concessions and seemed to under­ 
stand one another's viewpoint. 
The 
deterioration 
since 
that 
came must have convinced Vishin­ 
sky that the Russians have been 
playing a losing game. They have 
lost popularity with the German 
people: they have throwm away any 
! opportunity ot participating in ad­ 
ministration of the rich Ruhr Val­ 
ley. 
Most im portant of all, their tac­ 
tics compelled the western Allies 
to go on the offensive and Vishin­ 
sky realizes that if this 
four- 
power meeting breaks up, there 
may never be another. Dean Ache­ 
son seems to have made Andrei 
Vishinsky deeply conscious of his 
responsibility toward Europe and 
the world.

HOW TO GAIN CHILD’S CO­ 
OPERATION 
‘‘The more we live more briei ap­ 
pears each life’s succeeding 
stages 
“A dky to childhood seems a year, 
and years like passing ages ’’ 
Ask a nine-year-old child his age 
and he won’t say he is nine. 
He 
will say, “I’m going on ten. ’ 
About the most powerful and 
persistent wish the young child has 
is to be older and more grown-up 
than he is. 
In this urge wc par­ 
ents have a powerful lever for mo­ 
tivating 
the youngster to 
grow 
in 
self-control 
and self-reliance 
and to acquire good manners. The 
w ise parent uses this means to cul­ 
tivate all sorts of desirable be­ 
havior in the child. By it she may 
also help him correct tantrum s, 
whining and crying, thum b-suck­ 
ing, late clothes wetting, certain 
bad manners and the like. 
Use Positive Appeal 
But this appeal so often seems 
to fail. 
The reason is that the 
mother making the “big boy’’ or 
“big girl” appeal also uses the op­ 
posite. calling the child at four, 
six, ten or 13 a baby when he 
seems to act infantile. The tem pta­ 
tion to do so is very strong, and 
the average parent is inclined to 
use 
this 
negative 
appeal 
more 
often than the positive appeal, just 
as she is also inclined to rebuke 
more often than to praise. 
If you sense virtue in appealing 
to the child's strong urge to feel 
big. you will try hard to avoid ever 
shaming him for "acting like a 
baby", even when he does. 
When 
the voungster first succeeds at 
taking off part or all his clothes 
at bedtime, and, la te r,'a t putting 
on part or all of them in the m orn­ 
ing. you should marvel at how big 
he is; so also when he cooperates 
at toilet training, washing himself 
and bathing himself. 
Younger Child 
But there may come a time when 
he woh’t choose to do for himself 
nearly as much as he used to do, 
especially if there be a younger 
child you must care for almost en­ 
tirely. 
Being annoyed, you will in­ 
cline to tell this older child of 
things the baby can do better than 
he can 
All backsliding as of 
clothes-wetting. thumb-sucking, or 
untidiness at the table will tempt 
you to tell this older child how 
babyish he has been. 
You just 
need to watch yourself here and 
guard your tongue. Try to set the 
stage so he will cooperate more 
often, so you can celebrate his suc­ 
cess and tell him how big he is 
In such m atters as his backsliding 
at self-dressing you should some­ 
times help him just enough to re­ 
store his old good habits. 
One of the children's magazines 
has been appealing directly to the 
child to motivate self-reliance and 
good manners, through his wish to 
be big. 
For example, there is a 
picture of a child about one year 
old being dressed by his mother. 
Under this picture is the state­ 
ment: “When I was very young 
my m other had to dress me. ’ Next 
appears a picture of this same 
child at five and under it the state­ 
ment. “Now I am big.” 
It is rather easy for the child to 
see early that having good manners 
makes him seem grown-up and 
rrfakes him more likable not only 
among adults but also among other 
children of his own age.

ANOTHER CASE OF DOUBLE 
TAXATION 


Discussing 
the 
adm inistration 
program to expand so-called social 
security to cover several m illion 
more persons, with an increase in 
the present payroll withholding 
taxes for old age and unemploy­ 
ment 
insurance. 
Representative 
George A. Dondero, of Michigan, 
ciites a few figures. 
He notes th at in twelve years 
the government has collected for 
social security thirteen billion three 
hundred ninty-four million dollars 
from pay envelopes of workers 
: and receipts of employers. 
Of this sum. three hundred nine 
million dollars h is gone for costs 
of administration. 
(As Mr Don­ 
dero remarks, bureaucracy is not 
cheap.) ’ 
Actual payments made by the 
j social security administration d u r­ 
ing the twelve years have amounted 
to two billion three hundred sev­ 
enty-nine million dollars. 
What has become of the rem ain­ 
ing ten billions? 
In Government Bonds 
It isn’t in the security fund. In­ 
stead, the “assets" of the fund are 
in the form of government inter­ 
est-bearing bonds. 
The actual ten billion has been 
taken over by the treasury to pay 
government expenses totally ’un­ 
related to social security. 
W hen­ 
ever Uncle Sam is short, the ad­ 
ministration m erely reaches into 
the fund and pulls out a billion 
or two. 
Says Mr. Dondero: “The money 
taken from our pay is not in tho 
bank. 
When 
paym ent (Of th« 
bonds substituted for the money) 
is due, the cash will have to be 
raised by taxes levied on you and 
me and other citizens. 
What the 
bank contains is not cash, but a 
promise that we will pay ourselves 
the amount due.”

But th ere is no protection for

fan 
against 
m orons whom come to baseball 
gam es to play portable radios and 
create o th er disturbances, or from 
the students who accept a visit to 
a baseball park as a license to tea r 
the joint apart. The baseball peo­ 
ple put up w ith all this nonsense. 
It has reached the point w here 
F rederic E rnst, associate superin­ 
ten d en t of schools, th reaten s to 
cancel the en tire program w here­ 
by groups of students go to the 
parks in New York. 
The p articu lar rhubarb in ques­ 
tion 
occurred, 
of 
course, 
in 
Brooklyn. T he D odgers com plained 
to the schools, in effect, th a t the 
high school b rats act like ungentle- 
m any gram m ar school b rats and 
caused such disturbances th a t they 
no longer w ill be welcom e unless 
properly supervised.
